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GOVERNM ENT PAYS RISK 
W 
ASHINGTON— It is hard to believ e, 
but the Go v ernment o f the Lnited 
States actually is pay ing war risk insur­ 
ance to the J apanese fo r helping to insure 
the S. S. America, pride o f the U. S. mer­ 
chant marine. 
This is just part o f the rev elatio ns o v er 
re-insurance which are breaking this week 
at the J ustice Department. 
These pro bes 


a ls o sho w that when a v essel is insured, 
Ax is insurance co mpanies get all the data 
regarding its cafgo , time o f departure, 
destinatio n, and the interio r plan o f the 
ship. 
Thus, despite all the censo rship o f Sec­ 
retary o f the Nav y Kno x , Germany has had 
an easy means o f kno wing all abo ut ev ery 
ship that leav es the United States. 
This is acco mplished when American 
insurance co mpanies, because o f the heav y 
risk inv o lv ed in insuring a cargo in war­ 
time, re-insure with v ario us fo reign co m­ 
panies. 
in o ther wo rds, they sell part o f 
the po licy abro ad, thus distribute the risk. 
That is ho w J apan makes a lush pro fit o n 
insuring American v essels, ev en v essels 
o wned by the I'. S. A. 
Last y ear Co ngress passed a law' pro ­ 
v iding war risk insurance fo r U. S. ship­ 
ping, but the Maritime Co mmissio n, fo r 
reaso ns best kno wn to itself, has declined 
to take adv antage o f the law*.

Speakers will be cho sen fo r 
suitable v o ice and a perso nality that can 
be pro jected by the spo ken wo rd. 
They 
will arrange fo r instructio n in the art o f 
bro adcasting fo r their speakers. 
Observ ers hav e begun to disco v er in 
recent y ears that the m o dem club wo man 
with a serio us purpo se who takes up public 
speaking usually do es a go o d jo b o f it. 
Po ise, directness and brev ity are achiev ed, 
if they no w tackle their radio presenta­ 
tio ns in the same w'ay the results are bo und 
to be go o d. 
Ev entually , they may affect 
the co mmercial bro adcasts which are a 
distressing nail o f so me o therwise fine 
spo nso red pro gram. 


BEGGING FOR INSURANCE 


As a result, here is what happens when 
the S. S. America o r so me*o ther v essel 
seeks insurance fo r a v o y age. 
The o pera­ 
to rs o f the America will get a certain 
amo unt o f insurance at the rate o f 7 5 c per 
$100, but no t eno ugh pro perly to insure the 
cargo . 
Then they write to Bry ant Ogden 
o f the Insurance Bureau o f the Maritime 
Co mmissio n asking fo r go v ernment insur­ 
ance. 
Mr. Ogden, under the law, is suppo sed 
to grant go v ernment insurance when pri­ 
v ate insurance is no t av ailable. 
But he 
writes back to say that o ther priv ate in­ 
surance is av ailable at a higher price. 
So 
the S. S. America finally gets its insurance 
fo r $1.5 0 per $100— but no t all o f it. When 
it can get no mo re at this price it again 
writes to Mr. Ogden, who again asks if 
the priv ate insurance field is ex hausted. 
So this time the S. S. America gets 
mo re priv ate insurance at the ex o rbitant 
price o f $5 per $100. 
Yo u can alway s get 
priv ate insurance if y o u are willing to pay 
a sleep eno ugh price. 
And Mr. Ogden o r 
the Maritime Co mmissio n, o r bo th, seem 
to want no go v ernment co mpetitio n with 
the insurance co mpanies.

I had to 


m arizc the evidence to show th a t 
the outlook in h eart disease is bet­ 
ter today than it was a q uarter of 
a century ago. I t was once a sort 
of accep ted idea th a t heart disease 
was hop eless and th a t the p atien t 
was doomed is a life of invalidism . 
N either of these ideas rem ains 
true today. 
Of the various causes of h eart 
disease, we may say th a t live in ­ 
fections, rheumatism and syp hilis, 
are both better treated than they 
were two decades ago, and the 
modern treatm ent leaves the p a­ 
tient with heart disease in better 
condition to face the future with- 
cut danger of early circulatory 
failure than he was a- that time. 
We have often p ointed out in 
these articles th a t acute artic :r.t 
rheum atism is a disease, not o ' the 
joints, but of the heart and th at 
the g reatest care should be taken 
with these p atients to insist c:. a 
long p eriod of rest and care after 
the acute sym p tom s have subsided. 
This m akes much for the p reven­ 
tion of late crip p ling forms. 


The Thyroid Gland 
A nother large field of p otential 
heart dam age lies in disease of the 
thyroid gland and here modern 
medical m anagem ent and surgical 
m anagem ent have done much to 
step in and p rev ent these p atients 
from going on to a p eriod of crip ­ 
p ling disea.se. The thyroid can be 
removed or quieted in its early 
stages long before it has had an 
op p ortunity to continue to be p oi­ 
sonous and by the secretion of its 
p oisons cause serious crip p ling 
dam age to the heart muscles. The 
same is true of conditions of 
lowered secretion of the thyroid 
gland, which occur in middie-aged 
women and men. Nowadays our 
ability to detect these cases has 
greatly imp roved and our m eth­ 
ods o f treatm ent take them out of 
the field of the chronic invalid. 


In the great field o f arterio­ 
sclerosis. one of the p rom inent 
causes of h e a rt disease, we are 
able to do much by early tre a t­ 
m ent of diabetes, which so often 
comp licates the p icture. 


H eart Surgery 
The surgery of the h eart in 
some resp ects has cnabied us to 
p rev ent certain crip p ling mechan­ 
ical deform ities. 
Besides this, our understanding 
of different form s of m edication 
for the h eart has greatly im p roved 
so th a t nowadays the use of fo x­ 
g lo ve and of drugs to relieve short­ 
ness of breath and drop sy is fa r in 
advance of w hat it was tw enty or 
thirty years ago. 
It may not be quite fair to say 
that cure occurs in cases of heart 
disease, but there are p lenty of 
examp les of p eop le who have once 
been considered hop eless invalids, 
who have been rescued by modern 
metaods of treatm ent from such a 
life, so th a t they are able to carry 
cn ordinary activities with com­ 
fort and without dep ending on 
other-: for their livelihood and 
hap p iness. 
The t >dern clinic in h eart dis­ 
ease is one that is p ermeated with 
a sp irit of hop efulness and op ti­ 
mism.

marize the evidence to show that 
the outlook in heart disease is bet­ 
ter today than it was a quarter of 
a century ag°« It was once a sort 
of accepted idea that heart disease 
was hopeless and that the patient 
was doomed to a life of invalidism. 
Neither of these ideas remains 
true today. 
Of the various causes of heart 
disease, we may say that live in­ 
fections, rheumatism and syphilis, 
are both better treated than they 
were two decades ago. and the 
modern treatm ent leal cs the pa­ 
tient with heart disease in better 
condition to face the future with­ 
out danger of eax*y circulatory 
failure than he was a. that time. 
We have often pointed out rn 
these articles that acute artic mr 
rheumatism is a disease, not of the 
joints, but of the heart and th at 
the greatest care should be taken 
with these patients to insist t: a 
long period of rest and care after 
the acute symptoms have subs! led. 
This makes much for the preven­ 
tion of late crippling forms. 
The Thyroid Gland 
Another large field of poler, ti a1 
heart damage lies in disease of the 
thyroid gland and here modern 
medical management and surgical 
management have done much to 
step in and prevent these patients 
from going on to a period of crip­ 
pling disease. The thyroid can be 
removed or quieted in its early 
stages long before it has had an 
opportunity to continue to be poi­ 
sonous and by the secretion of its 
poisons cause serious crippling 
damage to the heart muscles. The 
same is true of conditions of 
lowered secretion of the thyroid 
gland, which occur rn middle-aged 
women and men. Nowadays our 
ability to detect these cases has 
greatly improved and our meth­ 
ods of treatm ent take them out of 
the field of the chronic invalid. 


In the great field of arterio­ 
sclerosis, one of the prominent 
causes of heart disease, we are 
able to do much by early treat­ 
ment of diabetes, which so often 
complicates the picture. 


Heart Surgery 
The surgery of the heart in 
sor.ie respects has enabled us to 
prevent certain crippling mechan­ 
ical deformities. 
Besides this, our understanding 
of different forms of medication 
for the heart has greatly improved 
so that now adays the use of fox­ 
glove and of drugs to relieve short­ 
ness of breath and dropsy is far in 
advance of what it was twenty or 
thirty years ago. 
It may not be quite fair to say 
that cure occurs in cases of hear; 
disease, but there are plenty of 
examples of people who have once 
been considered hopeless invalids, 
who have bern rescued by modern 
methods of treatment from such a 
life, so that they are able to carry 
in ordinary activities with com­ 
fort and without depending or. 
others for their livelihood and 
happiness. 
Ti e r. xiero clinic in heart dis­ 
ease is one that is permeated with 
a spirit of hopefulness and opti­ 
mism.
